'^HEOUOR  H.  H.  VERHEY  was  born  June  lo,  1848,  at  Rotterdam,  Holland.  He  was  the 
pupil  of  Nicolai,  Giese,  Sikemeier  and  Bargiel,  and  comes  of  a musical  family.  His  father, 
still  living,  was  a celebrated  ’cello  player  in  the  Leipsic  Gewandhaus  Orchestra  under  Robert 
Schumann  in  1850.  He  has  written  a Piano  Quartet,  and  a Concerto  for  Piano  and  Orchestra, 
which  was  first  brought  out  by  the  author  at  Utrecht,  Holland,  on  April  20,  1904;  Choral  works 
for  Church  service  ; a Requiem  in  memory  of  his  mother  (1896);  an  Opera  in  the  Dutch  language, 
produced  in  Amsterdam ; Songs ; a Quintette,  Op.  20,  for  Piano  and  wind  instruments ; a Suite, 
Op.  3,  for  Piano  and  Clarinet ; a Flute  Concerto,  and  one  for  Clarinet ; a Sonata,  for  Piano  and 
Violin;  Two  Operas,  “King  Arpad”  and  “A  St.  John’s  Festival  upon  Amrum,”  and  “The 
Alpine  Rose,”  a Song.
